The investigation now being made by 


the committee appointed by Congress to 
inquire into the operations of an alleged 
•liver pool and ascertain to what extent, if 
any, benators and Representatives ware 
interested, baa established beyond doubt 
the facts that there was a silver pool and 
that members of Congress were interested 
in its speculations. The evidence shows 
that impecunious Congressmen were loaned 
money on their'tndividaal notes, without 
security, for the purpose of carrying silver. 


There seems to have been two pools and 


the price which they paid for silver bullion 
ranged from 97 to 103 oenta per ounce, 
This bullion was disposed of at 117 cants 
per ounce, which left a good margin for 
profit. 


The evidence before the committee indi- 


cates that many Congressmen were actu- 
ated more by a desire to make money by 
•peculating in silver than to benefit the 
whole country by passing a free coinage 
bill. That, explain* why it was heialded 
through the press that -,he Sherman bill, 
tuthoiizing the purchase of 4,500,000 ounces 
of silver monthly, was better for the silver 
producer than free coinage. 


A free coinage bill would give silver a 


fixed and stated price, and of course would 
stop all speculation in the metal. This 
would not suit brokers* nor Congressmen 
who turn their official position to personal 
account by shaping legislation which bene- 
fits them pecuniarily. 


The committee should thoroughly inves- 


tigate the silver pool and publish the name 
of every member of Congress directly in- 
terested in it, especially the names oi those 
who borowed money without security to 
bay silver, but as members of the Commit- 
tee may be as deep iu the mud as other 
Congressmen are in the mire, they are not 
likely to do that and the inquiry, like many 
othera made by Congress, will end in a 
thick coat of whitewash for the members, 
and a heavy smearing of black, for wit 
nesses who implicate them.

WASHINGTON, February 5.—This after- 


noon President Harrison issued a procla- 
mation setting forth that the Brazilian 
Minister had communicated to the Secretary 
of State the fact that in due reciprocity and 
for the consideration of the admission into 
the United States free of all duty of articles 
enumerated in Section 3, of the Tariff Act, 
to wit: sugars, molasses, coffee and hide*, 
the Government of Brazil has, by legal 
enactment authorized admission, from aod 
after April 1, 1891, into all established 
ports of entry of Brazil a large number of 
specified articles, provided inch be the 
product and manufacture of the Unite'd 
States. Certain of these articles arc to be 
admitted free of doty and certain others at 
a reduction of 25 per cent in the existing 
tariff. 
The proclamation states further 


that the Secretary of State has, by the 
President's direction, given assurance to 
the Brazilian Minister that this action of 
bis Government in granting exemption of 
duties to the products and manufactures of 
the United States is accepted as due reci- 
procity for the action of Congress aa set 
forth in Section 3, of the Tariff Act. There- 
fore, President Harrison has caused the 
above stated modifications of the tariff law 
of Brazil to be made public for the inform- 
tion of the citizens of the United States,

What They Ask the Legislature to Do, 


DISTRICTS. 


A bill is before the Legislature to create 


Judicial Districts, provide for the election 
of Judges therein, sod fix their salaries. 
It divides the State into Jour Judicial Dis- 
tricts, of which the counties of Storey, 
Ormabj, Douglas, Eameralda and Lyon 
shall constitute the first; the counties el 
Waahoe, Cnurohill and Humboldt the sec- 
ond; the counties of Kyo, Lander and Eu- 
reka the third, and the counties of Elko, 
White. Piue and Lincoln the fourth. At 
the general election iu 1891, and every four 
years thereafter, one Judge shall be elected 
for each Judicial District, and the term ol 
office of each Judge shall begin on the first 
Monday of January next succeeding his 
election, 
The salary of each District 


Judge shall be $4,000, payable in twelve 
monthly installments annually out of the 
State Treasury. The District Judges' sal- 
ary fund shall be supplied as follows by 
the several counties: Btorey, $2,776 €7; 
Ormsby, $1,103 33; Lyon, $896 67; Es- 
meralda, $808 33; 
Douglas, 
$176 67; 


Washoe, $2,285; Churchill, $268 33; Ham 
boldt, fl.658 33; Nye, $385; Lander, 
$916 67; Eureka, $1,358 33; Elko, $2,235; 
White Pice, $G15, and Liuooln, $316 67. 
These several amounts are to be paid by 
tlve respective counties to the State Tr^as- 
urer in twelve installments, and the Boards 
of Osmmisi toners are authorized to transfer 
and use any moueys iu the county tn us- 
uries, except the public school funds, foi 
the purpose. 


The bill districts the State lor judicial pur- 


posex, exactly as the Judges have, BO there 
cau be no objection from the legal frater- 
nity on thut Around. 
It reduces the sal- 


aries of the District Judges, however, from 
$6,000 to $4,000 a year and allows them 
no traveling expenses, ad at present, and 
will thus effect a saving of $8,000 a year in 
sala leg, and about $1,300 for traveling ex- 
peuseti. No piovision is made for terms of 
Court, but each Judge could arrange that 
mnttoi to suit the convenience of the peo- 
ple of hia district. 


The bill stems to be a good one, and it 


ought to become a law; but, like other 
good measures proposed by the Legisla- 
ture, it will uot be effective until 1895. 


Oloture rule. 


The Pension Appropriation bill was taken 


up. It appropriates for pensions for the 
year, $133,173,085; for fees and expenses 
of examining surgeons, $1,500,000; for sal- 
aries of eighteen peaaion agents, $72.000, 
and for clerk's hire, $300,000.

The free coinage Republican Senators 


have decided that they will not press the 
amendment offered yesterday to the Pen- 
sion Appropriation bill by Senator Stewart 
in the shape of a free coinage provision, 
The reason for this decision is they fear 
that sentimental considerations may cause 
a loss of votes in casea where Senators and 
Representatives have strong soldier con- 
stituencies. 
A probable tffort will be 


aiade to attach the free coinage of silver to 
some other general appropriation bill where 
the same factors would not enter into the 
matter. 


In coarse of the discussion ou the Appro- 


priation bill MoPhereon inquired whether 
the amount appropriated would be suffi- 
cient for one year. 
Allison believed it 


would be, but admitted that there might be 
a deficiency of five, six, eight or teu mill- 
ions. On the other hand there might be a 
surplus, but he thought it more likely there 
would be a deficiency.
